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Tus anti disallowance agitation has evi- 
dently reached such a pitch in Manitoba 
as to warrant a belief that escape fron: mon- 
opoly in that direction will not long he de- 
ferred, There is no doubt that the breaking 
of monopoly in old Manitoba means a great 
deal to ine whole country boun west and 
east, and to no part more than to Northern 
Alberta. This agitation it must be remem- 
bered ie not against what is called the man- 
opoly clause in the C. P. R. charter which 
prevents competing railways from crossing 
the international boundary into the added 
territory of Manitoba or the North-West. It 
is merely an assertion of the principle that 
this monopoly provision shall not apply ex- 
cept as was or.zinally provided. There is 
no practical ayitation ayainst the continu- 
ance of the monopoly in the North. West 
where it was original intended to apply. 
This being the case itis generally taken for 
granted that the only relief that can be 
expected by the North-West must come 
by way of Manitoba. However true this 
may be of Assiniboia it is not true of Al 
berta. Tne monopoly clause does not apply 
to British C nein. adjui ing Alberta on 
the west, and once the anti-disallowance 
fight is won in Manitoba no government 
would dare to attempt to enforce such a 
policy in British Columbia. The present 
location of the Northern Pacific railway and 
the topography of the country are such that 
a route partly through British Columbia 
would kive Alberta quite as .satisfactory a 
competing outlet to the Pacific as the R. R. 
V. and Northern Pacific can give Manitoba 
to the Atlantic. Inn. ctiately west of the 
Kockies lies the wide and fertile upper 
Kootenay Volley extending from the C. P. 
. at Donald to beyond the boundary 
line, within a short distance ot the Northern 
Pacific at Sand Point. The Kootenay Val 
ley can be reached from Alberta by two 
ood passes, the Kananaskis west of Calgary 
and the Crow's Nest west of MacLeod, both 
quite as feasible us the Kicking Horse by 
which tie C. l'. M crosses the range, Al- 
ready the North West Coal & Navigation 
company have projected a line through the 
Crow’s Nest puss, but the charter they asked 
for was .cfused at lust session of parliament 
in pursuance of the disallowance policy. 1. 
that policy were broken down, as it night 
have been at last clecti n and may be this 
session owing to the vigorous action of the 
Manitoba people, there is little doubt that 
road would be built forthwith. Once it was 
built there woul? bea chance for a connect- 
ing road on the line of the Alberta & Atha- 
basca, which never will be built as long a» 
that remains an independent company and 
is forced to depend on the C P. R. alone for 
an outlet. A more direct line for this 
northern country would cross the Rockies 
by the Kananaskis pass west of Calgary, and 
follow Wown the valley of the Koot- 
enay river almost to the Northern Pacitic at 
Saul Point. This would give northern and 
Central Alberta a line to the coast that could 
compete with the C. P. R. in everything. 
There is every reason to believe that not only 
would sucha line be comparatively short 
and easy to bu ld, but in the Kootenay Val- 
ley it would open up a country of rare value 
both for Jumbeving, mining, grazing and 
farming, at pres nt lying a most entirely idle, 
with no prospect of being brought into use 
unless accese is given by the construction of 
railroads, Under such ci cumstances once 
the shackles of disallowance are cast off 
there is no doubt the British Columbia gov- 
ernment would only be too glad to forward 
the construction of such a road, which 
would result in great benefit to such a large 
and valuable section of that province and to 
the whole North West aswell, Although 
such a road would not help the Galt coal 
mines very much it would be the life of the 
anthracite mining industry in the Rockies. 
Anthracite is not found in the western states. 
It is plentiful at numerous pointe in the 
Canadian Rockies. There is a large demand 
for it on the Pacitie coast, but the trade can 
never be fully develohed without free raii- 
way competition to the coast. That com- 
petition could be secured in a single year if 
disallowance wore abandoned.

the Dominion together with New Foundiand 
and the Bermuda Islands. Another theld 
was the foreign missigns which were alto: 
gether in the empire of Japan, In that 
country 16 missionaries ave employed half of 
whom ure native, besides several lady t ach- 
ers. A college is doing good work in the 
capital having more applicants than accom 
modatin. The country is rapidly becoming 
civilized, and the christian religion is wanted 
by the peopl«. Another field is the Coinese 
missions ou the Pacific coast establishid in 
1885 by alayman and now under control of 
tie society and prospering. The probabili- 
ties are that these missions will prove to be 
the door into the Flowery kingdom itself. 
An important inission work carried on by the 
church is the budi.n work. In Ontario 
there are several missions to the natives, as 
weil as in this country. The work being done 

among the Indians cannot be estimated by 
figures.

THE CROFTERS. 

The disturbances in Lewis, Scotland, con- 
inuc. Several miles of dykes, or fences, on 
the Galston farm, parish of Barvas, were 
broken down by crofters. A force of ten 
police sent to st p the work were driven off 
by the crofters, tive of whom were after 
wards arrested. The inquiry into the desti- 
tution prevailing reveals am: at pitinble state 
of affairs, The crofters arrested for taking 
part in the deer raid in the parish of Lochs 
about New Years were tried in Kdinburgh 
and found not guilty, showing that symypa- 
thy with the Groftets is not confined to the 
Highlands. The crofters and = cotters on 
Lochalsh, Ross shire, tenants of Lord Lothi 
an, have resulved to take the law into their 
own hands. Five hundred cottars of the 
parish of Uig marched to Lanshadden farm 
and gave the tenant until May to clear 
his stock off the farm. The police and mili 
tary force in the highlands and islands is 
being strengthened. The Northern Ensivn, 
of Wick, sympathizes strongly with the 
crofters and hopes for a reversal of the policy 
which displaces men in Scotland for the sake 
o deer. It publishes a long interview with 
Mr. erg. agent of the British Columbia 
government, relative to the proposed echome 
of state aided emigrauion, and regards the 
plan favorably asa present outlet for the 
more roving spirits,
